Thus each neodlo will 
produce embroidery resembling the pattern, 
though not necesvarily of the same size;

A Crazy Man Blows Himeelt upwith 
f Gunpowder. — a 
‘A most distressing casuality ~happoned 
about one mile above, Norwold Ct., ‘on 
Thursday morning at 6 o’cleck, when the 
neighborhood was aroused by the noise of a 
terrible explosion proceeding from a house 
on James St., near the Silver Mino ’ road, 
and oooupicd by Horatio T. Cook. The 
house was literally rent in twain, its east 
end blown out, the roof lifted, windows 
‘one, ceiling demolished, and all on fire. 
ut the most sickening sight was the dis- 
figured and blackened corpse of Cook, 
which lay thrown back buried in the burn- 
ing debris. Mrs, Cook was also found sec- 
iously injured and in a most pitiable con- 
dition, Crazed by tho.concussion she was 
frantically throwing Herself about in her 
night clothes and screaming for aid. She 
furnishes the following}accountof the'circum 
stances: Mr, Cook belongs to a family pre- 
disposed to insanity, and was in the insane 
asylum at Hartford, 2 years, some 6 or 6 
ears ago. During tho last few weeks he 
ae beenillfrom imtermittent fever and 
congestion of tho brain, In consequence, 
he had occupied the largest of two adjoin- 
ing bedrooms, and Mrs, Cook tho smaller 
one, Just before daylight he, having a 
chill, called his wifo and desired her to, lay 
dow beside him, This she did, and foil 
asleop, when he quictly arose and went in- 
to her room, where, at tno foot of the bed, 
there had been stored a keg of blasting 
powder, which he used in his bubiness as a 
rock blaster, It would seem from the po 
sition of the remains, that he removed the 
keg out from tho bed, laid himself over it 
and touched it off. ~ Previous to.exploding 
the powdor, ho had carefully gathered up 
all of Mrs. Cook's clothing in the upper 
story with a view of their prosorvation, thus 
showing ontiro deliberation in planning his 
own destruction.

How far Champlain pursued his explora- 
tions up the Ottawa we haye no means of " 
ascertaining, hut it is evident he twas, dis- 
appointed in his expectations, and returned : 
as far as the mouth of the Mattawan river, 
which flows'into the Ottawa. Ho was here 
solicited by his Indian allies to assist him | 
in an attack upon'the Iroquois, and accom- 
panied them by a deyious route into Geor- 

ian Bay. By means of the many small 

lakes and rivers extending from Lake Nip; 
pissing to the head waters of the Trent, 
rirer, they succeeded in reaching the Bay 
of Quinte. Tis was in the antuma of 1615, 
and Champlain and his associates in this 
tedious exploration were the first Euro-. 
peans who ever gazed upon the Bay, of 
which we have any knowledge. 

The route pursued by them appears to us 


in order to reach their enemy, who was 
awaiting them somewhere on the-south 
shore of Lake Ontario. But we must re- 
member these were the duys of Indian

civilization, and long before the highways (0! LAIN. ADI AN SOCIETY 


of travel were opened throughout our coun- 
try. ‘The course followed by Champlain 
and his Indian guides was, no doubt the 
best available at that time, leading from 
the wilderness about Geogian Bay to Lake 
Ontario, which they desired to cross in or- 
der to meet the Iroquois. At any rate it 
conducted them to the beautiful Bay of 
Quinte, and from this circumstance, which 
occurred sometime in the atumn of 1615 
} dates the discovery of which we write. 
Having shown that the celebrated Samuel 
Champlain, with his retinue of Indian 
Chiefs and Recollect Missionaries, was the 
first white man, of whom we have any ac- 
count, that looked upon the Bay Quinto, we 
purpose to follow him a while longer in his 
expedition against the Iroquois, in order 
to establish another point in-our narative. 
The route taken hy the warlike party on 
this occasion was certainly somewhat devi- 
ous, but nevertheless the most practicable 
under the circumstances. Having rested 
for a while at the mouth of the Trent river, 
they transported the light birch canoes 
across the narrow isthmus separating the 
Bay from the main Lake, now familiarly 
known as the ‘‘ Carrying Placo,” and coast- 
ed along the Prince Edward shore until 
they reached the end of the present Point 
‘Traverse. From this they passed over to 
the Main anc False Ducks Island,and from } 
them to the Galloos, finally reaching the 
American shore somewhere betweon Oswego 
and Oape Vincent. A moment's thought 
will convince any one that at this timo, 
and with tho means of transportation 
possessed by those early navigators, 
this was really the only course they could 
pursue. It would haye been oxtremoly 
dangerous for them to yenture across the 
Lake with their small canoes, and run the 
risk of being caught ina wind storm, As 
it was, thoy had merely a series of narrow

He was associated with the Rev. 
Thos. Campbell, who was the first regular 
clergyman stationed.at Belleville, until his 
ordination to thé Ministry. Mr. Grier’s 
first charge was at\the Carrying Place, 
where he remained, yntil the death of Roy. 
John Cochrane, who succeeded Mr. Camp- 
bell at Belleyille in 1835, and who only 
lived three years afterwards. Mr, Grier, 
therefore, came here in 1838, and has dur- 
ing the past thirty-three yoars, been pro- 
minently associated with the social, religious 
and educational interosts of the town. His 
kind and affable manner secured for him a 
friend in everyone, and his presence on all 
Occasions Was sure to giye life and cheer to 
to thoso assembled. The handsome St. 
Thomas Church wak erected ontirely under 
his supervision, he watching the laying of 
nearly every stone from the basement to the 
finish, It was completed in 1858, when the 
first structure was taken down, It was only

Choney, who seemed a trifle at sea without 
his robes and canonicals, but who, after a 
little stammering, joined in the entreaty 
with an offhand collect. 

This was the most impressive gathering 
Thave ever witnessed. As a prayer went 
up from the still room the roaring flame was 
heard drawing nigher, and every minute 


were blown up to throw a cordon of noth- 
ingness around the maddened fire. Thero 
Were no sects in that school-room any more 
than in heaven, and I actually saw the 
Ritulist and the Baptist shake hands affec- 
tionately with the Universalist. An im- 
mense piece of blazing scantling fell on the 
roof and lodged ; in a moment the house of 
prayer was a roaring furnace, and the meet- 
ing desolyed unceremoniously and the 
participants went forth—some with sadder 
hearts and eyes more full of wonder to sce 


a short time ago that he attended the 
Joint Board of ‘School Trustees, and an- 
nounced his intention to decline 
accepting the position of Chairman, to 
which he had been unanimously elected, a 
position which he had filled for over thirty 
years.

clustering about, and associated with, the 
name of the yenerable minister, When he 
first came here to assist in the spiritual 
culture of the people, Belleville was but a 
small village, and the surrounding country 
imperfectly settled. What changes since 
then! Hundreds of the old settlers have 
gone the way of all the earth, many of 
whom were laid to rest by Mr, Grier, and 
the children and grand-children haye come 
up to fill their places, and take part in the 
business of life. ‘Thirty-three years haye 
witnessed much in Belleville, and with all 
this time, the name of Rey, John Grier has 
been famillarly connected. His work is 
now done. He leayes behind him a name 
that will live in the hearts of the people, 
while he goes to receive the reward which 
is promised to the faithful.

Extracts froma Private Letter. 


; Detroit, Oct. 25, 1871. 

OF course little else is talked about but 
tho sad news, and so I must givo yon some, 
The little town of Peshtigo, Wisconsin, was | 
burned down entirely, not a house was lef:, 
and five hundred and fifty people lost their 
lives47.1 went With a friend yeaterday to 
the cemetery to witness the funeral of a 
family from here that perished in the above 
fire. 

First came a carriage with three Congre- 
gational Ministers, next three carriages with 
bearers, then w black “hearse with black 
plumes carrying the elegant casket contain- 
ing the father, Mr. Beebe, and in hia arms 
his little girl aged two years. After which 
came a hearse with, black plumes tipped 
with white, containing Mrs. Beebe and her 
baby aged two mouths, in an elegant casket. 
Then followed 4 white hearse with white 
plomes, drawn by white horsés, and cun- 
taining the remains of their little ‘girl nine 
years old. Each coffin was entirely cover- 
ed on the top with beautiful white flowers, 
wreaths, crosses, bouquets, roses, lillics, 
feverfews, callas, mixed with the fragrant 
rose-geranium leaves. 

One wide grave had been prepared, into 
which they were reverently lowered down. 
A yninister apoke-a few words to the effect 
that their pmus, though sharp, were short ; 
that united in life, in death they were not 
divided, and all should try and be ready, 
for we know not the day-nor-the hour when 
we too may be summoned, Another min- 
ister gave the benediction, and the men be- 
gan the solemn work, shutting the coffins 
out of sight forever. 

Peshtigo is now only in memory. The ter- 
rible winds that blew the fires from one 
town to another have been yery tatal on the 
lakes as well. The Coburn, one of the best 
bouts on Lake Superior, went don on Lake 
Huron with between forty and fifty souls 
on board. Some of the men in spite of the 
terrific storm saved themselves by getting 
into small boats, but not one woman or child 
escaped. Tho last seen m Ly one of 
the survivors, who “a were in the 
state room, perfectly calm not one cry- 
ing. One poor woman --a steerage passen- 
ger—with three little children, in the calm- 
ness of despair, gathered them all into her 
large apron, bowed hor head over them,and 
so went down without a scream! One of 
the passengers saw the boat settle herself 
and go down, and he never heurd a cry! 
Who can can say after that, that a woman 
was not brave! courageous in dispair, I
